THE SCIENCE OF SEISMOLOGY. 
The Matt 
E u rlh « « a k c 
o n 
R em a rk a b le 
R ecord. 
Zadkicl in his “ Voice of the Stars” 
for April did not make a precise pre­ 
diction Of the earthquake reported this 
morning, for though Asia Minor is one 
of the regions exposed to mole fie in­ 
fluences through the near conjunction 
of Saturn and Jupiter, tho seer located 
his earthquake at Cabul. 
Such a catas­ 
trophe was, however, confidently ex­ 
pected by better authorities than Zad- 
kiel, Tao Sze. 
Those who have not 
given the subject attention will be sur­ 
prised to learn how closely earthquakes 
are observed nowadays, and how fre­ 
quently they occur. 
Prof. Rock worn! 
noted GO days between July 18, 1877, 
and November 23, 1878, on which one 
or more shocks were felt on the Ameri­ 
can continent. 
Fuehs in 1878 recorded 
the unusually large number of 12 vol­ 
canic eruptions at places far apart and 
mostly from little-known volcanoes, and 
108 earthquakes, though this enumera­ 
tion includes as units many complete 
periods. One 
earthquake at Tanna 
lasted four weeks ; in Catania the ground 
trembled almost continuously from Oc­ 
tober 4 to November 19. 
The year 1879 was marked by a great 
number of earthquakes and volcanic 
eruptions, many shocks being reported 
almost at the same instant from places 
widely separated. Thus on the 8th of 
January severe shocks were felt in the 
Caucasus, in the Tyrol and in Luxem­ 
burg; on the 9th, tho most violent earth­ 
quake 6incc 1868 was experienced at 
Arequipa, Peru; on the 10th shocks 
were felt at Cologne and throughout 
Southern Germany; on the lith , more 
at Vienna; on the 12th, another violent 
shaking at Arequipa. In the middle of 
M ar eruptions began from Vesuvius; 
j&tha sympathized on the 25tli, pouring 
out fiches and lava for a fortnight; 
0Unult&neously 
a 
similar outburst 
i w noted at Geiafugic, Iceland, and 
cb tho day that AStna broke into activ- 
jty^violcnt eruption of the Czobancz 
tain ift Hungary, long regarded as 
extinct, was chronicled. As the erup­ 
tion of iEtna was followed by continu­ 
ous earthquakes in Sicily until the end 
of June, so tho outbreak of the Czo- 
banpz Mountain was accompanied by 
severe convulsions in Hungary, Bosnia 
and Bessarabia, throwing down houses 
and trees and opening fissures from 
which water poured in floods, and cul­ 
minating in the 
violent shocks at 
Agrom, June 21-22, while tremblings 
were observed at Xix and Nassau, May 
26-27, and at Hastings May 21. 
There­ 
after Europe had a comparative rest 
till about the 1st of November, when all 
the south and cast of Hungary, Scrvia, 
Roumania and Bessarabia felt incessant 
earthquakes of considerable intensity, 
some shocks even lasting a minute. 
At 
the time of least activity of volcanic 
forces in Europe—July l l —three strong 
shocks were felt in Cairo and near the 
Pyramids, 
something unknown 
in 
Egypt since 1857. In Persia, March 22- 
AprQ 2, there were twcnty-onc villages 
destroyed and fifty-four greatly dam­ 
aged; of the 1,200 inhabitants of Manan 
and Tark but few escaped. Java was 
visited by several disastrous shocks be­ 
tween March 28 aud June 5, its volca­ 
noes being also in active eruption. 
Chilla had its turn June 29-July ll, 
with after-shocks of sufficient violence, 
though not nearly so destructive in 
August aud September. There were 
very serious eruptions and shocks ex­ 
tending over a large area iii Central 
America soon after the new year, after 
which the great center of volcanic ac­ 
tivity was comparatively quiescent. 
Iii 
the "Pacific there were disturbances in 
the early part of the year, culminating 
in the eruption of Kilauea in June. 
But it was in 1880 that the series of 
seismic convulsions which had been 
taking place in Europe since early in 
1879 reached their climax. On the 30th 
of December, 1879, several smart shocks 
were felt throughout Switzerland. 
A 
month later similar manifestations took 


iu the six neighboring villages, of 900 
houses, barely half a dozen were left 
standing. 
The earth opened in 160 
places to vomit for three hours floods 
of green water; the Hermus sank three 
feet below its usual level; the streams 
of the Gipyla range lost four-fifths of 
their water, while at Bouruabat the 
long-dried fountains flooded the plain. 
Almost at the same time (July 13-24) 
the Philippine Islands 
became 
the 
scene of notablo convulsions. 
At Ma­ 
nila not a single public edifice was 
spared; the inhabitants were forced to 
fly to tile lichis outside, and 320 lives 
were lost. 
The water in the river rose 
31 feet almost in a moment, and sank 
again as suddenly. 
The shocks, some 
lasting more than a minute, were felt 
all over the Island of Luzon; tho vol­ 
canoes started into activity; tho earth 
opened to emit hot ashes and jets of 
boiling water. In September violent 
shocks threw down pagodas and light­ 
houses near Rangoon and along the 
coast of Java. 
In America the mani­ 
festations were unusually numerous 
aud violent, beginning at San Salvador 
January 1-10. 
llopango was destroyed 
and its lake, the crater of an extinct 
volcano, boiled up with mud and sul­ 
phurous vapors, a crater being event­ 
ually formed in its center. 
On the 4th 
the boiling lake in Dominica burst into 
fresh activity, and toward tho close of 
the month ail western Cuba was visited 
severely—“ General 
Grant’s 
earth­ 
quake.’* On the 1st of February severe 
shocks were felt at Vuclta Abajo and 
in Mexico; on tho 9th, a volcanic erup­ 
tion in Santo Domingo had an echo iii 
the shape of a smart trcmblcmcnt in the 
Ottawa valley. On the l ith of April 
San Francisco experienced the heaviest 
shock known for years. June 29 the 
eruption of tho volcano del Fuego in 
Guatemala marked the commencement 
of an era of terrible activity. 
A column 
of flame shot up to the height of 500 
feet, throbbing with strong regular 
pulsations for nearly two hours, at in­ 
tervals of lift}’ seconds; the River Gua- 
calatc rose suddenly and ran warm. 
July 23 much damage was done to New 
Amsterdam and other parts of Guiana, 
and August l l a terrible convulsion 
visited Chili, though, happily, the loss 
of life was not proportionate to its 
severity. 
The shock was felt on the 
highest points of the Andes, where the 
telegraph wires were broken and thrown 
down, and at Mendoza, cast of tile Cor­ 
dilleras, earthquakes occurred on tho 
16th and 19th such as had not been 
known since 1861. 
It was about this 
time that an earthquake was felt in the 
Azores, followed by the emergence 
from the sea of a new island of 18,000 
square yards arca. 
With the horrors 
of the earthquake at Casamicciola in 
the first week of March our readers are 
familiar. 
The most 
notable and disastrous 
earthquakes on record, it may be said, 
are those of Italy (526), when 120,000 
persons perished, and of Sicily (1683), 
when 60,000 lost their lives. According 
to Gibbon towards 542 each year was 
marked with the repetition of earth­ 
quakes of such 
duration that Con­ 
stantinople was shaken above forty days

communicated to the whole surface of 
the empire. 
At Antioch a quarter of a 
million persons arc said to have perish­ 
ed. 
This period of earthquake and 
plague (542-7) was tho period when the 
superior planets were in perihelion, as 
they arc now. 
Arabian and Persian 
chronicles record 111 earthquakes be­ 
tween the seventh and eighteenth cen­ 
turies, some lasting from forty to seven­ 
ty days, anti nearly all accompanied 
by winds or Hoods, "or terrible storms 
or lightning ^ind thunder. 
Readers of 
the “Relations des Jcsuitcs” will re­ 
member the great earthquakes of 1663, 
which shook and tossed the earth for six 
months from Gaspe to Montreal, the 
rival of our own earthquake of 1811 in 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Tho severest 
of the earthquakes felt in this region was 
that of November, 1755, an echo of the 
convulsion that tumbled down Lisbon — 
and saved the Poniba Ministry, through 
the fact that the Minister’s house was 
almost the only one left uninjured and 
his family one of the few not bereaved 
of a member. 
Ilcin, iii his interesting 
opuscule on earthquakes, estimates that 
on an average two earthquakes a day 
occur on the earth. 
In 1870, though 
there was no severe single shock, 2,225 
houses were destroyed or greatly dam­ 
aged in Italy, ninety-eight persons killed 
and 223 wounded. The same shock 
may last for years; instance that of 
Viegc, in the Valais, which endured 
from July, 1855, to 1857. 
At Cabul 33 
severe shocks have been felt in one day; 
at Honduras, in 1856, 108 were counted 
in a week, and at Hawaii, in 1868, 2,000 
shocks occurred in oue month. Iiein, 
it may be said iu conclusion, opposes 
the theory of a connection between 
earthquakes and volcanic eruptions and 
considers that of their coincidence with 
atmospheric phenomena as better sup­ 
ported by facts; for they are occasion­ 
ally preceded or accompanied by thick 
ami widespread fogs at seasons when 
fogs are not frequent, by sudden falls of 
the barometer and 
equally sudden 
changes of temperature. 
Their occur­ 
rence, however, iii the majority of cases 
coincides with normal meteorological 
conditions. 
Earthquakes are more fre­ 
quent after sunset than iii the daytime, 
in autumn and winter than in spring. 
The influence of the moon is insignifi­ 
cant.—N. V. World.

Vesuvius was in full action 
days later ^Etna sympathized, as did the 
mud craters at Paterno. 
Almost week­ 
ly came reports of convulsions in vari­ 
ous parts of Europe, Portugal, Spain 
and Trance, and, especially, Italy and 
Switzerland, the manifestations of seis­ 
mic force becoming more frequent and 
forcible, and extending over a wider 
arca as autumn came on, until a culmi­ 
nation was reached in the terrible con­ 
vulsions of November 9-22, affecting all 
southeastern Europe from Venice to the 
Black Sea, Bohemia to the Balkans. 
At the Croatian capital, Agram, was the 
greatest damage done. Though there 
were few lives lost, hardly a building in 
the town remained uninjured, the dam­ 
age amounting to several millions of 
florins. Hot springs burst out of the 
earth, and two active _ mud volcanoes 
were formed. It is curious to note that 
while Vesuvius had been showing par­ 
ticular activity during each of the earli­ 
er periods, and so late as the fortnight. 
October 26-November IO, during the 
Agram manitestations it remained near­ 
ly quiescent. It may be added that on 
the 3d of February, 1881, Agram was 
again visited by an earthquake. 
Japan 
—where, by the way, a most valuable 
series of observation has been taken— 
experienced two severe earthquakes 
—one at Tokio in December, 1879; 
another in February, 
1880 (Yoko­ 
hama. 22d; Tokio, 25th), the most vio­ 
lent felt since the country liad been 
opened to foreigners. 
On the Alert, 
which was anchored in the harbor, it 
was 
thought that the vessel

the Beginning of May the earthquake 
season opened in Asia Minor, the vil- j 
Heleddi, near Sinope, being eu- 
by the sea so that not a trace of 
flyings remained.

S o m e years ago a young lady came to 
Boston from a country town in New 
Hampshire. 
She was a good specimen

matter how systematically and carefully 
it may be carried on, it always causes 
more or less inconvenience to the fami­ 
ly. 
However, when all is finished, ev­ 
erything is thoroughly cleaned and the 
house is iii order again, how delightful 
it is! 
Where shall we commence? The at­ 
tic, storerooms and closets should be 
attended to first; by so doing, they are 
all really to receive stoves, clothing and 
other things which have to be packed 
away for the summer. Next should 
come the rooms in the upper part of the 
house, working down, and leaving the 
halls and basement until the last. 
When there is painting, papering and 
calcimining to be done, of course it is 
better to plan to have as much done as 
possible while tho men are at the house, 
as it causes delay and loss to have them 
come several times. 
When ceilings be­ 
come black and smoked unless papered 
or painted it is difficult to do anything 
with them. 
If they are calcimined or 
whitewashed the (Ally thing to do is to 
have them refinished. Painted or pa­ 
pered ceilings aud walls may be cleaned 
very nicely. Any one who has never 
tried to clean paper would be surprised 
to find how nicety it can be done with 
stale bread. To clean tho paper of a 
room requires quite a number of loaves 
which must bo procured from the baker 
and ought to be from three to four 
days old. Cut off tho crust or dried 
parts around the sides of a loaf, then 
divide it through the center, leaving 
Hie whole upper crust on one half and 
the lower crust on tho other, divido 
these into pieces or rubbers, four to six 
inches square, each having a solid crust 
back. Rub the paper, commencing on 
a small place, rubbing round and round, 
gradually moving a little farther and 
farther to the right or left, as the paper 
becomes clean. 
If the bread is too 
moist it is liable to streak the paper, 
and all the rough edges must be cut off 
or they will leave scratches. 
This 
same process may also lie used for 
painted walls, or they eau be washed. 
For plain, unvarnished, painted walls 
put one-half teacup of washing soda 
into a pail of warm water. 
Use 
sponge or soft woolen cloth rung out of 
the water, with good soap rubbed on 
it. 
Wash a small place at a time and 
wipe dry, being careful not to allow the 
water to run down the wall, as it would 
leave streaks. There is an oily sub 
stance in coal smoke, which adheres to 
rough paint and it is impossible to re­ 
move it without something stronger 
than soap. The salsoda can lie used on 
common unvarnished wood-work, also 
where the smoke has settled into tho 
paint. 
After carnets have been thoroughly 
shaken ann tacked down, sweep with 
dampened corn meal or wipe with a 
cloth rung out of water. If they are 
very much soiled they can be washed 
and made to look almost like new. Put 
two tablespoonfuls of ammonia into a 
pail two-thirds full of quite warm wa­ 
ter; first wipe a yard square of carpet 
with a woolen cloth, then scrub with a 
brush, not too wet, and good soap; 
\vi|»e with a dry cloth, rubbing it 
lengthwise. It is well to try one corner 
to see that tho colors do not fade. 
Almost all carpets can be treated in this 
way, but too much ammonia may 
change blue or a certain shade of yel­ 
low. Ox gall brightens and sots col­ 
ors very nicely, andean be used instead 
of ammonia where the latter is not de­ 
sirable. 
To remove the smoke from marble 
mantels make a paste of a very strong 
solution of sal-soda and whiting; rub 
over the surface and allow it to stand 
several hours, then wash oil. This 
takes out the stains much better than 
sapolio, which, by constant use, do­ 
st roj’s the polish of the marble, The 
grates and facings which have become 
defaced may be blackened with a var­ 
nish sold for the purpose, or taken off, 
sent to the works, burned over and re- 
japanned. 
Engravings and Dictums 
which have become smoked and soiled 
can be taken out of the frames and 
cleaned with stale bread the same as 
paper.—Cor. Cleveland Leader.

They were bought at auction at tho 
American Institute building rn New 
York city, Fnday, and tho prices ranged 
higher than was ever known before. Mr. 
G. S. Mitchell, who had them in charge, 
and who runs the farm of 2,000 acres at 
llolton, displayed eight of the cleanest 
aud prettiest mapleshade Alderneys that 
ever came up to Hudson. One of them, 
the “pure Alphea” bull Polinins, brought 
tho enormous price of $i,600. An im­ 
ported cow “Faucy Fan,” was bought at 
$2,000 and also imported “Beauty,” cost 
$1,600, and another, named Palm, went 
to Mr. Myer, at $1,550; $1,525 is the 
highest known price cvor before paid for 
a Jersey. 
Mr. N. N. Palmer, of Broadhead, who 
is a well known Jersey fancier, has re­ 
ceived a letter from J. J. Richardson, 
Davenport, who attended another sale in 
New York on the 17Ui inst, at which 
some Jersey cows of the Alphea family, 
which is considered one of the richest 
strains of Jerseys, were sold at still high­ 
er prices.
